CONVICT  LABOR  IN  ALABAMA  COAL  MINES, 

SAW  MILLS,  TURPENTINE  FARMS  AND  MANUFACTURING

In  the  early  1900's  Alabama  State  prisoners  were  controlled  by  a 
Board  of  Inspectors  of  Convicts  appointed  by  the  governor.  This  board 
consisted  of  a  president  and  two  other  inspectors  of  convicts,  of  which 
one  had  to  be  a  physician.  They  could,  with  approval  of  the  governor,  . 
employ  any  male  convicts  suited  physically  to  do  such  work,  in  the  min¬ 
ing  of  coal,, upon  lands  acquired  by  the  state  by  lease  or  otherwise, 
for  and  on  account  of  the  state  ,  and  could  hire  like  convicts  to  coal  ' 
operators,  saw  mills,  turpentine  farms  and  any  other  manufactures,  upon 
such  terms  as  they  could  agree  upon. 


Prior  to  September  i,  1910  convicts  were  leased  to  various  compan¬ 
ies,  including  mining  of  coal  and  lumber  mills,  by  the  State  of  Alabama. 
In  the  leasing  contracts  with  the  State  of  Alabama  the  companies  were 
required  to  furnish  living  quarters,  guard,  feed,  clothe  and  maintain 
in  every  particular  all  convicts  under  lease.  The  state  received  payment 
of  so  much  per  month  per  convict  or  so  much  per  ton  for  coal  mined.  Each 
contractor  was  required  to  keep  their  convicts  in  a  prison  approved  by 
the  State  Board  of  Inspectors.  If  a  convict  escaped  the  contractor  had 
to  pay  the  State  $200.00.  If  the  convict  was  recaptured  the  money  was 
refunded,  less  any  expenses  used  for  his  recapture.

Beginning  September  1,  1910  the  leasing  system  was  changed  to  a 
practice  of  selling  convict  labor.  Under  these  arrangements  the  State 
had  contracts  with  various  companies  for  the  labor  of  so  many  convicts 
for  a  specified  time.  The  State  received  in  payment  so  much  per  convict 
per  month,  or  so  much  per  ton  for  the  coal  mined  by  the  convicts.  The 
price  of  labor  was  based  upon  the  scale  paid  free  labor  for  the  same 
type  of  work. 

With  this  system  the  State  supplied  the  convicts  from  prison  camps 
built  near  the  contractors  location.  These  were  standard  prison  camps 
where  the  State  housed,  fed,  clothed  and  maintained  in  every  way  the 
lives  of  the  convicts.  The  convicts  never  left  the  protection  of  the 
state  and  were  controlled  in  every  instant  by  men  employed  by  the  State. 
The  convicts  were  taken  to  the  work  place  and  returned  to  camp  at  the 
end  of  the  days  work. 

Convict  labor  was  desirable  to  contractors  for  the  reason  that  it 
could  be  depended  upon.  They  were  always  ready  to  work.  No  convict  could 
work  in  the  mines  unless  he  was  physically  able  for  that  type  work.  This 
meant  the  contractors  had  convicts  every  day  that  could  do  a  days  work. 
With  this  knowledge  he  could  guarantee  his  output  could  be  delivered 
on  schedule  to  his  customers. 


The  main  incentive  for  the  convicts  to  work  in  coal  mines  was  the 
opportunity  they  had  to  earn  'rfioney  by  doing  extra  labor.  All  extra  labor 
.{overtime)  was  paid  to  the  convicts.  This  money  they  were  allowed  tp 
spend  in  any  judicious  manner  desired  or  to  send  it  home  to  their  fam¬ 
ilies.  Next  was  the  fact  that  in  the  mines  they  had  the  same  temperature 
the  year  round  and  they  didn’t  ever  get  too  hot  or  too  cold. 

It  might  be  of  interest  to  note  the  fact  that  any  convict  who  had 
worked  at  the  various  state  prison  camps  preferred  to  work  in  the  mines 
over  any  other  type  of  work. 


It  is  a  most  interesting  fact  to  know  that  in -the  Birmingham  Mining 
District  from  September  1,  1910  to  August  31  ,  1914,-  convicts  earned  and 
received  over  $100,000.00  for  extra  labor.  During  this  same  period  the 
State  of  Alabama  made  a  net  profit  of  $31.27  per  man  per  month  for  con¬ 
victs  working  in  coal  mines  and  a  profit  of  $27.50  per  man  per  month  for 
convicts  working  for  lumber  companies.  During  this  period  State  convicts 
mined  a  total  of  4, 393,543  tons  of  coal.  From  September  1,  1910  to  Sept. 
1,  1914,  thirty  seven  State  convicts  were  killed  in  mine  accidents.  Most 
were  killed  by  falling  rock.  Five  State  convicts  were  killed  in  saw  mill 
accidents  during  this  same  period.

AL. ,  that  terminated  January  1,  1912.  number  of  con¬ 
victs  unknown.  Casualty  list  shows  eight  convicts  killed  in  mining 
accidents  during  this  period. 


Company  with  a  contract  for  the  labor  of  75  convicts 
in  a  foundry  that  made  cast  iron  stoves.  This  contract  would  terminate 
April  30,  1919.  Convicts  were  furnished  from  the  Florence,  AL.,  prison 
camp. 

Henderson  Lumber  Company  with  a  contract  for  the  labor  of  250  convicts 
from  the  Sanford,  AL. ;  prison  camp  that  terminated  September  30,  1915. 

Henderson  Turpentine  Company  with  a  contract  for  the  labor  of  100  con¬ 
victs  from  the  Shreve,  AL. ,  prison  camp  that  would  terminate  September 

30,  1915. 

Horse  Shoe  Lumber  Company  with  a  contract  for  the  labor  of  50  convicts 
from  the  River  Falls,  AL.,  prison  camp  that  would  terminate  December 

31 ,  1914. 

McPhauel  Turpentine  Company  with  a  contract  for  the  labor  of  75  c°£Y^cts 
from  the  Roy,  AL.,  prison  camp  that  would  terminate  December  31*  1915* 

All  of  these  companies  using  convict  labor  were  located  at  the  same

Alabama  counties  were  authorized  to  lease  convicts  Who  had  been 
sentenced  to  hard  labor  and  were  being  held  in  county  jails,  pie  coun¬ 
ty  convicts  “worked  under  the  system  the  State  used  before  1910,  as  • 
explained  in  paragraph  two  of  this  article. 

Hard  labor  for  the  counties  was  under  control  and  superintendanc* 
of  the  Court  of  County  Commissioners,  who  determined  in  what  manner  and 
on  what  particular  works  the  labor  should  be  performed,  when  worked  or 
leased  in  the  county  where  convicted.  All  contracts  the  county  had  with 
any  contractor  had  to  have  a  stipulation  that  it  would  end  if  the  Judge 
of  probate  was  of  the  opinion  that  any  convict  was  treated  cruelly  or 
inhumanely  by  the  hirer  or  any  of  his  employees.

On  April  &,  1911  one  hundred  and  twenty  three  county  convicts  were 
killed  by  a  mine  explosion  in  the  Banner  Mines  of  Pratt  Consolidated  Coal 
Company,  situated  twenty  miles  west  of  Birmingham  on  the  Warrior  river. 
Two  different  reports  show  a  variance  of  opinion  regarding  the  cause  of 
the  explosion.  One  Inspector  assigned  the  cause  to  fifty  pound  of  powder 
stored  in  a  powder  house  inside  the  mine  and  the  other  Inspector  attri¬ 
buted  the  disaster  to  gas.
